UHINESE IN ANNAM. 


Many Shops Go 
Bankrupt. 


Canton, Yesterday. 

According to the latest nows re- 
celved from Annam more than onec- 
third of the Chinese shopa there 
.were either declared bankrupt or 
voluntarily closed down, conse- 
quent on the excessive tax on Chin- 
ese gooda imposed by the Fronch 
Customs. Certain taxes have beon 
inercased more than 1,000 por cont, 
such as the tax on ten which Is de- 
clared to be a luxury by the au- 
thoritiea. 


Another regulation which com- 
pels the Chinese shop keepers to 
keep thelr daily accounts in French 
book-keeping, thus necessitating 
the engagemont of another clerk, 
which means additional expenses, 
waa tho cause of the fallure of many 
smallor merchanta.

COTTON TRADE. 


Business at Low Ebb 
Over Easter. 


,DISCONCERTING FACTORS. * 


Manchester, April 28. 

Owing to the intorventlon of the 
Laster holidays, when business on 
the Manchester Royal Exchange was 
suspended from ‘Thuraday night 
until Tuesday morning, ft haa been 
a short. week in the market, and, 
nuturally, business has been at a low 
ebb. No developments of tmport- 
ance have taken place over the 
week-entl, and it wilh be a few 
days before buyers and sellers get 
Into thely stride again, 

There has been only a limited 
amount of Inquiry in piece goods 
and transactions have been few ond 
fur between. There aro too many 
disconcerting factors for trade to 
vroaden on a free scale, 

Position in India and China, 

With regard to the export scction 
the political situation in India con- 
tinues to give cause for Increased 
anxiety, and there Is overy indica- 
{lon thrt the boycott movement in 
Nombay, Karachi, Delhi and Amrit- 
vay ig becoming more intense. “So 
far the trouble has not sprend to 
Caleutta, but it is pretty safe to aay 
that the native dealers In that dis- 
tributing contre will keap down 
the stock of British goods, 

News from Chinn has also been 
unfavourable. Clearances at the 
weekly - nuction sales in Shanghal 
have been on wu comparatively small 
seale with the regult that — fresh- 
buying on this side has been qhite 
unimportant, 

A state of unrest appears to pre- 
vail in the upcountry districts and 
an expansion in the turnover in 
piece yoods cannot be expected until 
there is a definite cessation of war 
hostilities, The other outicts have 
only given moderate support and 
snios in any class of fabric have been 
unimportant.” 

Burnley 8-Loom Experiment. 

A serious situation continues with 
regard to the Burnley eixht-loom 
experiment, It is well-known, of 
course, that the operatives and the 
employera have failed to agree

The next step apparently lies with 
the operatives, and much interest is 
Leing taken as to whut attitude will 
be adopted when the employers con- 
cerned recommence the eight-loom 
system after the holidays. 

Arctic’ Weather Affecty Sales. 

So far as the home trade in cot- 
ton yoods iy concerned it has been 
a disappointing Easter throughout 
the.country, Reports from the big 
establishments in the north of Eng- 
land Indicate that poor clearances 
have been effected in dress wear, 
miide-up goods, ete, owing to the 
extreme coldness of the weather, In 
certain arens Arctic conditiony have 
prevailed, and, as result, the public 
have not been tempted to purchase 
the Summery attire which has been 
displayed in most shop windows, 

The weather prophets, however, 
promise warmer conditions in the 
immediate future and there in every 
renson to expect that the publicity 
now being given to wearing cotton 
yoods and dresses will bear fruit. 
The ‘propaganda campaign regard= 
ing the National Cotton Week 
which, of course, is being conducted 
from the Mnachester Chamber of 
Commerce is now in full force and 
with the co-vperntion of the retail 
drapera throughout = the country 
there [x every renson to expect a 
Digger take off in nll classes of

The toas is the more de- 
plornble beeause the house ix near- 
ly always filled and prices, enpeci+ 
ally for “first” and “gala” nights, 
ate higher than clacwhere, cven 
than at the Metropolitan in New 
York.

The High Cost of Half-Baked Students. 


ERY lengthy articles have appeared in the Press comparing the 
system and cost of education in this Colony with that in the 
Straits Settlements and comparing the cost of educating scholars 
in Government secondary schools with the cost of educating scholars 


in other secondary schools. . 


It is stated—and not so far contradicted—that the Government 
secondary schools educate 2,786 scholars. at a cost to the Colony of 
$410,500 and that non-Government secondary schools educate 4,658 


scholars at a cost of $129,276. 


hat revelation must'be an amazing one to many. But it is no 
less amazing than the statement that the cost per head to Govern- 
ment of boys educated at King’s and Qucen’s Colleges is, after de- 


ducting fecs, $127 and $170 per annum. 


And these Colleges are 


not enen to British but only to Chinese boys. - 

Thre were in 1928 only five schools for British children, in- 
volving the services of only 36 certificated teachers. It has been 
suggested that economy might be effected by using more pupil 
teachers or teachers in training at these five schools and by reduc- 


ing starting salaries. 


This is a suggestion to which no British 


resident can agree in its entirety: For British schools all the staff, 


from the highest to the lowest, ought to be British. 


The starting 


salaries do not err on the side of extravagance—at least no one with 
actual experience of teaching children in a tropical Colony would say 


so. And they should know! 


Whilst few who look to the wider interests of the Colony can 
deny that there must be adequate facilities for the education of 
Chinese, it must be staggering to find that the cost of educating 
2,666 non-British scholars in Government secondary schools is no 


less than $333,600. 


Why should the cost per head at Queen's 


College be $170, at King’s College, $127, at Belilios Public Schoo! for 
Girls $98, at Yaumatt District School $99, and at Wantsaj District 
School, $967 Why should the cost be only $37 at St. Joseph's College. 
$27 at the Diocesan Girls’ School, $26 at the Italinn Convent, and 
$39 at the Diocesan Boys School? 

1a the Colony receiving a truly adequate return for that $323,600 
expended on educating 2,656 non-British scholars per annum? Ix 
there any appreciable increase in the standard of education of boys 
who come from these Government secondary schools into the com- 
mercial life of the community? Is there not a danger that o vast 
proportion of that’ moncy is frittered away on turning out half. 
baked students to whom, in later years, “‘a little knowledge” may be 


", dangerous thing?” . 


If the community fs prepared to foot the bill year by year with- 
out dissent it is only because {t is being religiously kept in.the dark. 
At-the whim of a former’ Governor the mectings of the Board of 


Education are held behind closed doors. 


There is nothing beyond 


the Blue Book and the Estimates to show whether or not tho in- 
tereata of tho public in regard to education are being adequotely 
safeguarded. “Lux” in his articles has revived our worst fears, It 
fs now the move of the Government to justify the Education Dopnrt- 
ment and the Board of Educction or obliterate them both and atart 
with genuine educational reforms with 1 perfectly clean sheet.

iam from time'to time asked to 
give adviee on booka dealing with 
the tucal Flora and Fauna and my 
anawer to auch queries usually has 
been, “No booka of the sort you 
require have yet been written.” The 
- Chinese Mel-a, (not yet), is. the 
- tdeal anawer to such questions, 
Recently, however, a few publica- 
tions have been issued with which 
the nature-loving public should be 
familiar. First thero -is a small 
book entitled “The Flowerlng Plants 
of Hong Kony — Ranunenlaceae to 
Meliaecae" by Mr, A. HL Crook, 
This small book of 100 pages ond 
containing 380 plates is a reprint 
from “The Yellow Dragon,” the 
Queen's College Magazine, and Is 
obtainable from “Ye Olde Printerie, 
Ltd.” for $8. This book has been 
reviewed by Mr. G.-B. Twemlow, of 
the Rotnnic Gardens, In the second 
number of the Hong Kong Natur- 
alist, so there is no need to give 9 
detailed description — here. The 
second book ia a reprint of Vol, 6 
Nos. 1 and 2 of the Lingnan Sefence 
Journal and can be obtained from 
the Commerelal Press Ltd. This 
bulletin “Fifty-One Ornamental 
Trees of the Lingnan University 
Campus” iv by E,W. Walker, 
Bach species is illustrated: by a 
plate in which the essential features 
are uvlinested.

Recently on entering 3 darkened 
room I noticed spider running up 
the wall and in its “jaws” was a 
cockroach strugg ting violently.

-apiders which abound In some houses 


on tho island; cockronches are 4 
much worse evil than spiders.

The Water Hyaciath. 

During the last fow weeks many 
of us will have noticed In tho neigh- 
bourhood of villagey ond paddy 
fiolds lnrge patches of water 
covered’ with «a mantle of 
deep green folluge checkered 
und splashed with a delicate 
violet. Those are the plants of the 
water hyacinth, Kichornia crassipes, 
In flower, The water hyacinth, ‘or 
“Lilac Devil” as it ia sometimes 
called, ig n native of Brazil and was 
introduced into the Kast and Far 
Kust’ during the carly years of this 
century. In Ceylon, where it has 
flourished for 26 years, the plant Is 
a declared weed and its cultivation 
is prohibited by law. In Malaya 
and Java, I belleve; the cultivation 
of the plant is also againet the law. 
Tho plant, or a near relutive, i9 
firmly established [n Borneo for bits 
of the plant may be seen floating in 
the South China seas’ brought down 
by the grent Bornean river the 
Kapuas. 

The Water Hyacinth possesses it 
(iuled leaf-petiolus which serve as 
flonts, the roots are multi-branched 
and serve to balance the plant in 
the water and the leaf-blades are 
curved upward and act as satis, 
When « wind blows nerogss the sur- 
face of 8 pond, in which this plant 
is growing, the planta move with 
the wind and accumulate at one or 
other side of the pond. If the wind 
iy blowing towards the outlet of the 
pond or paddy-field then the plants 
aro blown thither and soon block up 
the outlet, in trepleal countries 
the water hyacinth grows at such an 
alarming rate that in seasons when 
winds are prevalent, the plants dis- 
organise the drainnge systems of 
the rice-fields, and dam up streams 
and rivers: ag a result Inrge areas 
of country are flooded and = much 
damage is ‘done. No wonder the 
plant is a deelnred weed! 

In South China the plant Is cul- 
tivated and fed to ‘animals and 
hence we are onnbled to see the 
flowers in all thelr glory. A single 
plant in an aquarium js useful a3 
the multl-branched roots harbour 
all sort of organisms from mosquito 
and dragonily larvae to small fishes. 
The English name, Water Hyacinth, 
has been given to the plant because 
the flower resembles somewhat the 
hyacinth so often cultivated {n 
temperate countries, and because it 
is nearly always found floating on 
water, 

It is an interesting and curious 
fact that many, if not most, of the 
worst weeds in the Far East are 
Central or South American in 
origin; most of them have becn 
brought over us ornamental plants 
and have escaped from Botanic or 
private gardens, Other examples 
with which we are all familiar are 
Lantana and Tithonia, (a perennial 
sunflower),

ROMAN ROADS. 


A Lesson for the 
Present. 


The chinges which have cone over 
the planning and construction of 
great highways, prove that the first 
builders of rouds were the best. The 
main highways across Europe, many 
of them still In use to-day, after 
2,000 years, remain aa monuments 
ta the suprenie mechanical genius 
of the Amerlennsa of thelr day, the 
old Romans. Not only did they plan 
thelr ronda on the pringiple that the 
straight Une is the shorlest between 
{wo points, but they built them so 
well that with minor changes, the 
modern eities of Europa still depend 
Upon them for thelr communication 
by automobile. A 

The English word “road” probably 
comes frony the Old English rad, 
compounded from a verb menning to 
ride a horse, while our. word “strect” 
comes from the Latin strata. 
a paved way, one of those 
streets of beautifully matched 
stones which the modern travel- 
ler may: still see, with -the ruts 
made by the. chariot wheels of 
the yanished citizens, in Pompeii 
and Herculaneum. 

When the Romans sct out to 
conquer the whole known world of 
their day, their practical mind came 
to their assistance, and they built, 
as the long arm of their donquests 


"lspread around the. alores of the 


Mediterranean, permanent —high- 
ways throughout the empire, pri- 
marily for the swift and safe move- 
ment of thelr troops throughout alt 
the countries they conquered. Their 
first principle was to draw a straight 
line between thelr most important 
camps, a line as straight as the 
fltieht of the proverbial crow. The 
Appian Way, which was begun In 
12 B.C, one of their greatest 
nehievements, extended throughout 
the length of the Ilallan peninsula 
from the Forum in the Eternal City 
itself to Brindisi, from which the 
legions embarked on their journeys 
to the East. The pillar set up by 
Pompey to mark the southern ex- 
tremity of the preat road’ may till 
be seen in the modern city, 

The Romang built their roads by 
first cutting parallel trenches 
through ‘the soil to indicate the 
width of ‘the roadway, removing 
loose earth until a solid ‘foundation 
was reached. Upon this four layera 
of materials were beaten down, the 
lowest usuaily of flat stone some- 
times Inid in motor nbove which a 
layer of coarse concrete of smashed 
stones wus superposed. Above this 
was a layer of finer stones or con- 
erete, on which was Inid a surface 
of fine stones carefully matched. 
The width of some of their roads 
was 14 fect, on engh side of which 
were unpaved roadways half as wide 


J again, 


‘These great roads, which spread 
out fan wise from the great city 
which gave the empire its name, 
were kept In repair long after the 
legiona had passed into dust, and 
Influenced, to an important depree, 
the rise and growth of trade routes 
and the cities which supplanted the 
“astra” ‘of the Roman soldiers. 

Where Romans Marched. 

Any onc who has motored in 
France will be grateful to the genius 
of those old Romans in planning: 
thelr military roads—lnter to oc re- 
paired and lined with trees by 
Napolcon for his legions — remem- 
bering the tortuous and winding 
roads of this country which have 
perpetuated in conerete the wander- 
Ings of pre-historic cows of the early 
American colonists. Wherever the 
road In Burope atraightens out and 
aims for a distant star, the motorist 
may be sure that his enr is following | 


the path of that great empire of 
Rome. 

If a stream interposed, the 
Romans but a bridge; if a range 
of mountains Intervened, the road 
follower the line of least realatance 
in a grade and took up the straight 
Cand broad) path once more, 

Later, bullding and the growth 
of ecltfes which cluatered as close as 
possible Into tight groups enclosed 
by a wall obliterated the lines of 
the Taman ronda as they parsed 
through the camps, leaving only 
winding streets and alleys which 
followed vaguely. the lines of the 
Roman ronda within the eamp IHmita 
—Invarinbly latd out at tight angles 
like the streets of a modern clty.

Not Isolated Case.. 

This Is not an isolated case. Time 
and agein one hears the few owners 
of British ears In Northern India 
bemoaning the Inck of service facill- 
ties for their cars after purchase.

The complaint is always of the ser- 
vice, and of its Inferlority to that 
which American firms have estab. 
lished, 

Admittedly, the Americans have 
the advantage of a long start—the 
war years anid tliose following when 
they had no outside opposition ts 
compete ayainst. But, on the other 
hand, they were pioneers. They had 
to feel their way gradually, and it 
took them many years to build up 
their organisation to {ts present 
pitch of efficiency.

The “chaap chal” disbelieved 
even this, and finally arrested the 
man, who in the Inst minute accus- 
ed his compatriot (first defendant) 
of atealing. 

It waa later discovered that the 
second man, deliberntely slashed 
open n' portion of the expensive fur 
cont, so as to make an impression 
on the pawnbroker that it was a 
cnat off. However this did not work, 
and the man carefully patched the 
rent up with black cloth, and while 
on his second venture to another 
pawnshop, he was caught. 

The police officer anked his Wor- 
ship to take a serious view of the 
eave, as within the past fourteen 
days. two fur coats have been 
atolen, but the Police managed *to 
retrieve them again. :The Police, 
he added, were lucky in thia case 
to get the defendant. 

The cont, which was produced in 
Court; was stated to be valued at 
over $300 when new, but as it stood 
now would be worth about $50. 

The officer told the Magistrate 
that the second dofendant gave the 
Police a lot of trouble over this 
eane, aa all he sald was falao in his 
complete denial of the larceny.

BOYCOTT WEAPON. 


British Drugs Under 
Ban in Calcutta. 


In obedience to the recently 
declared boyeott of British drugs 
and’ medical appliances, saveral 
Indian firms of wholesale drug- 
vista and chemists refused in Cal- 
cuttn recently to enter into their 
uaual contracts for British goods. 

Thelr action was a sequel to 
the resolution passed by 1 mect- 
ing of Indian doctora on March 
24, when a5 a retalintion for the 
British General Medical Council's 
refusal to recognise Indian medical 
degrees, medical practitlonera, chem- 
jats and - the public were called 
\tponi— : 

“To encourage the use of 
drugs and medical appliances 
manufactured in India, and. 
wherever such products are not 
aavallable, to use those manu- 
factured In countries other than 

Great Britain with a view to 

boycotting British products.” 

It in stated thot 21 ‘Indian 
wholesale firms recently wrote to 
Dr, K. 8. Roy, Secretary of the 
Indian Medical Association, ex- 
pressing their willingness not to 
indent for British drugs until ad- 
vised by the Association to do so. 
Their offer was, however, cond) 
tional on the biggest importing 
firm adopting a simitar attitude. 

At Their Own Risk. 

It is further understood that 
the letter followed informal talks 
hetween doctors and the drug- 
gists, in which the former indicat- 
ed that, they did not intend to 
prescribe British drugs hence- 
forth and that the wholesalers 
would stock them only at their 
own risk. < 

Tho managers of two firms that 
ure among The biggest importers 
of drugs in India told a States- 
main representative last night 
that-while it was truc that they 
had not placed any orders with 
reprenentatives of British mnnu- 
fneturers, ‘the question whether 
they would maintnin that attitude 
In futures would depend on whe- 
ther Indian medical practitioners 
as a whole decided not to pres- 
eribe British drugs and appli- 
ances. .
